The old women 
are simply knocked on the head wiihoiit cere- 
oi.niy. The processor getting rid of an old man 
It more elaborate, Tholudiant do nol think It 
wetl to slain I heir hands with 'he blood of out 
who was once a warrior. So Ihey deltajale the 
task to ihelr hereditary enemies, (he wolves, to 
which they render all mudatanrw In Ihelr power. 
When It has been decided at a solemn powwow 
thnt any particular old man In tn die, infltruc- 
llonnara given la a number of young men lo 
lake mejiBures to gel rid nf hlni I tn media Inly. 
Among Ihn execui loners are always the snns of 
(he condemned man. The day after sentence 
has been passed these executioner* call on the 
veteran, attack him with slones and a peart, and 
drive him Into the wildeme**.
